John Hodder jy troubled the 
dogmas of the church, and at one time is 
in danger of leaving it, It is Eldon 
Parr's emancipated daughter who induces 
him to-remain,; and her influence, develops 
in him that personality which is the 
making of all successful preachers, and, 
for the matter of that, of all successful 
men I know. : : : 
_ Why ‘do’ you insist-on what you call 
authority?’ she asks, ‘As a modern

mind, { simply can’t lelieve, if the God 
of the universe is the moral: God you 
assert Him to be, that He hag established 


and delegated to it the power of Jife and 
death over human souls. Perhaps you do 
not go‘so far, but if you make the claim 
at all you must make’ it in its entirety. 
There is an idea of commercialism, of 
monopoly in that conception which. is 
utterly repugnant to anyone who trices to 
approach the subject with a fresh mind, 
and from an ideal point of view. And 
religion must be idealism—mustn’t it ! 
“Your ancient monks and saints weren't 
satished until they settled every, detail 
of the invisible world, of: the past and 
future, They mapped it out as if it wore 
a region they had actually explored, like 
geographers. Thoy used their reason, 
and what science. they had, to make 
theories about, it which the churches still 
proclaim as the catholic and. final truth. 
You forbid us to use our reason, Your 
declare,’ in order to become. Christians, 
that we have to accept authoritative atate- 
‘ments. Oh,, can't you. seo that an 
authoritative. statement is just what. an 
ethical person doesn’t want? Belief—faith 
doesn’t Consist in thé-mere acceptance of 
a statement, but: is ‘something much 
higher—if we can achieve it. Acceptance 
of authority is not foith, it ia mere 
credulity, it is to shirk the real issue, 
f we daew, there would be no virtue: in 
striving. If I choose & God, I cannot: 
take a concensus of opinion about Him— 
He must be my God. : : 
Wage in The majority of people in 
St. John's are no more Christians than I 
am. They attend service once a week, and 
tho rest of the week they aro bent upon 
getting all. they can of: pleasure and 
profit for themselves.
